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whichever  applies. 
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Maps,  plates,  charts,  etc.,  may  be  filmed  at 
different  reduction  ratios.  Those  too  large  to  be 
entirely  included  in  one  exposure  are  filmed 
beginning  in  the  upper  left  hand  corner,  left  to 
right  jnd  top  to  bottom,  as  many  frames  as 
required.  The  following  diagrams  illustrate  the 
method:

Front  tlienee  the  family  nrnoveil  to  Hroek- 
vilh-,  in  IS'J(»  (where  the  liither  died  in  IWJII).  the  future  Senator,  tin  Ntated, 
arriving  in  I'arlinj^ton  in  iHio.  Captain  Thew.  of  Whithy.  •.onimandrd 
the  sehoouer,  the  Ji'nf  if'nn-  (4.5  tons),  uliieli  llr(a^^'ht  them  ti>  their  de»tina- 
tiiui,  and  Ibey  were  nti  lesu  than  Hi-veii  diiy.s  on  the  voyage  from  Itrockville. 
Mr.  Simpson  entered  at  onee  into  tlu'  employm.-nt  ..f  Mr.  (.'harlen  Itowman. 
The  latter  gentleman,  who  was  tnnn  nu.ir  Arlnoatli,  in  Si-otlaiul,  and  who 
liatl  been  »  'derk  to  the  Hon.  .lanie.s  l,e»lii-  tor  a  number  of  vrarM,  bad  piir- 
ebased  from  the  Hen.  Wni.  Allan,  of  Toronto,  :t(H)  aneH,  forming  part  of  the 
site  of  the  present  town.  Saw  mills  and  grist  milU  had  been  built  upon  the 
estate,  stores  ttpened  and  a  post-olhee  establi-<hed.  The  business,  wbiih  had 
grown  to  large  iliniin;!iioii.'j.  w.i.s  lariii^-d  on  nmier  the  maiiiigL-meiit  of  Mr. 
Kairbairn,  after  liim  by  .Mr.  lA«ter,  .mil  then  l»y  Mr.  Smart,  Mr.  Sim|ison 
sneeeeding  to  the  Hole  management  at  the  early  age  of  I'll.  Kor  :i2  years  he 
bad  the  umlividud  responsibility  of  the  management,  up  to  I8li7,  linally 
win  ling  U])  the  estate  fur  tlw  llowman  family,  of  ulioin  Mrs.  Uaynea,  wifu 
of  Captain  liaym-s,  tate  oi  ilo'  L'.'bil  Kiisiliers,  is  now  the  sole  surviving  in- 
htiitor.  Mr.  .simp.soa  niarried  in  1S47  the  fourth  ilaiighter  of  Mr.  P.  K. 
Hurke  ihaving  pruvicnuly  married  her  sister,  then  deeeased).  The  fust 
wife  left  no  issue,  Of  the  sjeond  inariiage  there  are  eight  ehildren  living  — 
livu  suns  ami  three  daughters.  The  tdde.st  son  is  in  charge  of  the  mill  pro- 
peity  bidonging  t(i  the  Kov.niaii  e>tate,  which  was  rebuilt  by  Mr.  Simpson, 
It  was  at  this  mill  that  the  eel  brated  two  barrels  of  thiur  sent  to  the  Lon- 
d(ni  (England)  Kxhibitioii  iit  \H'^\  was  made,  and  which  received  the  prize. 
The  Hour  w.is  afterwards  presenttd  by  .Mr-.  Siui|isim  to  Kuv.  Mr.  Xuel, 
private  chaplain  to  Her  M.tjtsty.  It  was  ground  from  wheat  gntwn  in 
Clarke,  the  |)ioeiS.soF  manufacture  taking  place  directly  under  tlie  personal 
superintendence  (it  Mi-.  Simpson. 

l)arlington  arrd  vicinity  ha.l  many  sympathizer.H  with  W.  I..  McKiniziu  in 
the  rebellion  of  lS;i7-'I>.  Mr,  Snupson  took  an  earnest  part  in  showing 
many  misguided  men  their  tri-or,  and  leading  them  back  1 1  the  path  of  duty 
and  loyalty.  He  was  per-^onally  intimate  with  llru  rather  hically  imteil 
lien  Lett,  an  I  his  |te:sonal  interfert.-mx- often  was  the  means  of  preventing 
the  commission  of  many  rash  and  injurious  acts  against  loyal  citizens.  The 
stores  at  Darlington  Mills  wiM-e  turned  into  barrack.s  for  the  troops,  who 
were  fed  and  clothed  theret'rom,  and  who  ha<l  teams  supplie<l  them  through 
Mr.  Simpson'.s  activity.  .V»  an  in.-;tance  of  Mr.  Simpson's  popularity,  us 
well  as  his  courage,  thu  stuiy  is  still  tubl  luiw,  in  these  times,  when  party 
feeling  ran  high  and  the  otHcers  of  the  l.iw  cimld  not  elTeet  service  of  the 
[iroeuss  of  the  ( 'ourt.-i  in  Manvers,  .Mr.  Simjisou,  with  a  nirnd)er  nf  hi.s  men. 
Went  into  the  township  :iml  bmught  tin-  inahontcnts  to  submission.  The 
eleetiun  of  '43  in  the  United  C.)untres  was  a  nieinorabb'  one,  and  was  bitterly 
cmiteateil  between  th  parti/ausof  ti.  .'<.

The  iirocess  of  taking  the  ova  from  the  fish  aud  iiiijin  unating 
it  is  performed  by  lilting  from  the  tank  a  rijie  female  fish  and  lioliling  her 
securely  over  a  vessel  and  gently  )iressing  her  body  with  the  hand,  w  lieu  flic 
eggs  flow  freely  from  her.  .After  this  is  done  she  is  dropped  into  the  racewav 
and  liberated.  A  male  lisli  is  taken  and  operated  upon  in  the  saii.e  manner, 
the  milt  extruded  from  liini,  and  mixed  with  the  eggs  by  gentle  stiniiiL: 
with  the  hand  caniing  immediate  iinpregmttioii.  The  ova  are  then  ili|,iitd 
out  with  a  suiatl  ladle  and  [Hit  into  measures  made  to  contain  oiii:  tlioii>,,'iiid 
eggs  each.  From  this  they  are  spread  evenly  on  tlis  liatcliing  tiiiys.  'I'lesc 
trays  are  made  two  feet  long  anil  ten  inches  wide,  with  .i  »livisioii  in  flu- 
centre,  and  hold  four  thousand  eggs  eaidi.  When  liilcd  they  are  cinfiilly 
laid  ill  the  breeding  troughs.  After  the  ova  are  thus  deposited  tliey  .U'- 
closely  watched  and  legularly  cleansed  from  seililneiit  or  other  iiii|iiiiities 
whlrli  ni;iy  settle  upon  them  ilnring  the  process  of  incubation.  TlietroujliH 
are  each  supplied  with  a  ,:on.^tant  How  of  living  water  from  tanks  fed  by  tie- 
r.icewiiy,  regulateil  in  >|uautity  by  wooden  taps.  In  the  lower  Hal  oi  tlie 
building  there  is  a  series  of  ai[uaria  lontaiuing  young  salmon  and  otli<  i  lir.li

volutioii.  .Major  Wilniot  emigiated  to  Canada  previous  to  l.s|2,  and  t..ok 
part  ill  the  battle  of  York  and  other  engagements.  He  also  held  a  seat  in 
the  old  I'roviiiciid  Legislature.  .Many  of  the  family  reside  in  .New  llruiis- 
wick,  where  several  have  obtained  high  positions.  The  subject  of  tliH 
notice  is  a  lU'ar  relative  if  e.v-Covernor  Wibuot  and  Senator  Wilou.t  "l 
that  I'roviiice.  .Mr.  Wilniot  has  been  an  active  local  magistrate  for  ii[.- 
w.iids  of  thirtv  years,  and  lias  also  occupied  several  important  positions  a^ 
a  municipal  couneiMor,  having  been  elected  warden  of  the  United  counties, 
i.ud  is  al  present  reeve  of  I'lalke,  having  been  elected  several  years  in  sue 
cession  by  acclamation.  He  has  iilso  earnestly  inteirsted  himself  in  tli  > 
iigrienltnral  movements  of  the  country,  and  has  been  selected  for  a  second 
term  of  three  years  ;is  member  of  the  Council  and  Hoard  of  .Arts  of  (Intario 
His  attention  for  some  years  past  has  been  more  particularly  turned  l.

PORT  HOPE. 

The  history  of  the  town  which  for  more  than  half  a  century  has  borne 
the  name  of  Port  Hope  extends  over  a  period  of  about  ninety  years  v 
trading  post  Itoiiiished  there  at  least  as  long  ago  aa  177S,  at  which  time  the 
site  was  occupied  by  a  small  Indian  village.  The  unine  of  the  village, 
which  ccinsisted  of  aiinmber  of  wigwams,  inhabited  by  Mississauga  Indian/ 
was  Coehiiigninink.  The  first  white  man  who  left  any  eiiduriie-  iiiniin' 
incut  ,'f  Ins  presence  there  was  one  Peter  Smith,  a  trailer  who  dw.lt  iii  ,i 
log  but  on  the  b.iiikof  the  creek  which  empties  into  Lake  Ontario  :ii  this 
point.  'I  he  lint  stood  on  the  east  aide  of  the  creek,  about  two  hundred 
yards  from  the  hitter's  mouth,  and  disappeared  before  the  advent  o'  the 
present  centuiy.  IVtcr  Smith  in  his  d.iy  achieved  sonn;  fume  througlnmt 
this  region  as  a  hunter  aud  trapper,  but  his  ostenaihle  calling  was  thai  of  ii 
fur  trailer.  He  enjoyc.l  an  enviable  reputation  among  ilie  Indians  he 
truthfulness  and  lair  ibiling.  and  was  resort»d  to  by  them  from  far  .li-tant 
isunts.     tor  some  time  the  hnlianaof  the  neighborhood  would  sell  tli.ir

mediate  proximity  of  a  numerous  body  of   Indians  was  not  Tegard..!  '  v 
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thorn  in  the  light  of  an  ailvantajjio,  thfy  wore  free  from  many  of  tho  hin- 
drances inciJuntal  to  pioneer  life  in  other  parts  of  the  rrovinco.  Tlio  aitiia* 
tion  of  tho  village,  cttiatercil  at  the  foot  of  the  gently  sloping  liills,  was 
charming.  The  wooiUaboun  led  with  tlecr,  rabbiti.,  partridges,  jiigeona  iinil 
other  varieties  of  choice  gatn<> ;  white  the  sparkling  stream  which  wound  its 
devions  course  through  their  midst  was  full  almost  to  overflowing  with 
salmon  and  speckled  trttut.  The  greatest  difficulty  was  to  obtain  Hour  ; 
but  even  in  this  respect  tho  settlers  of  Smith's  Creek  were  privileged  far 
beyonil  many  primitive  communities  in  Tpper  Canada.  The  lake  was  at 
their  door,  and  a  boat  enabled  thctn  to  reach  Kingston — the  site  of  tile 
nearest  grist  mill— by  water.  The  erection  in  1704  of  a  grist  mill  at  Belle- 
ville by  a  Mr.  Myers  shortened  the  distance  to  bo  traversed  by  about  forty 
miles.  Hy  this  time  the  land  in  and  adjoining  the  village  of  .Smith's  (.'reek 
had  been  partially  cleared  and  had  begun  to  produce  grain,  and  as  the 
settlers  had  iiicrea.<eil  in  number  the  demand  for  a  local  grist  mill  Itecamo 
imperative.  In  IT!)-')  an  attempt  was  made  to  con.strnct  one  on  the  site  of 
what  has  since  been  called  Mill  Street,  but  for  some  reason  the  attempt 
did  not  succceil,  and  it  was  not  until  three  years  afterwards  that  a  mill 
wius  completed.  On  tho  'Jtilh  August,  1797,  a  Crown  Patent  of  the  land  on 
which  the  present  town  of  Port  Hope  stands  was  granted  to  Klias  Smith 
and  Jonathan  Walton,  subject  to  the  condition  that  the  patentees  alitmld 
witli  all  reasonable  tliligenee  erect  a  grist  mill  and  a  saw  mill  on  the  site. 
The  conditiim  was  fultilled  und  not  long  afterwards  both  mills  were  in  full 
operation.  The  grist  mill  then  erected  was  im  the  west  side  of  Mill  Street, 
on  the  site  now  occupied  by  Salter's  flouring  mill.  The  saw  mill  was  on 
the  east  side  of  the  Creek,  not  far  from  its  conHuence  with  the  lake.  About 
the  same  time  Messrs.  Smith  and  Walton  laiil  out  a  village  plot,  wbieh  con- 
tinned  to  be  held  by  them,  under  their  jiatent,  until  the  'J,5th  ,lnty,  1813, 
when  they  ilivided  the  land  between  them,  each  giving  a  <init  claim  deed  to 
tlic  other  for  the  portion  relinquished. 

Notwithstaniling  the  beauty  of  ibi  situation,  the  jtrogresa  of  Port  Uope 
has  at  no  time  been  very  rapid.  I'lir  more  than  twenty  years  after  Mr. 
Harris's  anival,  as  previously  nientiolicd,  there  was  no  regular  store  in  the 
village.  Supplies,  as  a  general  rule,  were  obtained  by  means  of  the  difTerent 
vessels  arriving  at  the  port.  It  was  not  until  ItJI.'i  that  any  one  thought 
proper  to  open  a  store.  In  that  year  .Mr.  .leremiah  Britton  opened  out  a 
stock  cf  goods  in  a  sinall  wooden  building  on  Walton  Street.  It  is  not 
generally  known,  even  by  the  inhabitants,  that  the  name  of  Smith's  Creek 
had  by  this  time  neatly  fallen  into  disuse,  and  the  name  of  Toronto  substi- 
tuted "therefor.  The  latter  name  prevailed  for  several  years,  and  was  gene- 
rally eiiiph>yed  in  coiiveyaneesof  theperioil.  In  1817,  however,  a  Post  tltfice 
was  established  by  the  loniier  name  of  Smith's  Creek.  The  tluality  of  niimes 
gave  rise  to  some  confusion,  and  in  the  spring  of  1819  a  public  meeting  was 
held  for  the  purpose  of  tixiiii^  upon  a  permanent  ami  definite  name  for  the 
village.  The  late  t;.  S.  M(dton,  who  was  then  a  resident  of  th>  ]ilace,  sug- 
gested the  name  of  Port  Hope,  which  suggestion  wa.s  nnaiiiiiiously  assented 
to,  and  the  place  has  been  so  <lcsignated  ever  since.  The  name  was  con- 
firmed by  the  Legislature  of  Upper  (.'aiiada  on  March  the  (ith,  1834,  when 
an  Act  was  passed  t->  delilie  the  limits  of  the  town  and  to  establish  a  police 
therein.  The  jtopulation  at  this  time  was  l,.''il7.  Since  the  date  of  its  in- 
corporation the  only  two  events  of  great  impoitance  in  tli-^  history  of  Port 
Hope  have  been  the  construction  of  the  Grand  Trunk,  and  the  Port  Hope, 
Lindsay  and  Beaverton  (now  called  the  Midland)  Itailways.  Hy  the  former  of 
these  enterprises,  which  was  opened  through  Port  Hope  in  1857,  the  town 
enjoys  commilnication  wicli  all  jioints  ea.st  and  west.  By  the  Utter,  opened 
for  tralfic  in  December,  1857,  tiie  line  country  to  the  north  and  north-west 
is  placed  in  direct  railway  communication  with  Lake  Ontario,  and  facilities 
are  afforded  for  the  shipment  of  lumber  and  grain,  which  are  the  chief  com- 
modities exported  from  this  point. 

.A  great  deal  of  money  has  at  various  times  been  sjient  on  the  Port  Hope 
harbiiur.  and  most  of  tiie  capital  reipiired  for  its  construetion  has  been 
contributed  locally.  Of  late  years  the  harbour  has  been  very  much  improved, 
and  it  Is  now  one  of  the  beat,  if  not  the  best,  on  the  north  shore  of  the  lake. 
The  local  shipping  interest  la  of  considerable  magnitude.  The  other  principal 
branches  <if  industry  conaiat  of  the  manufacture  of  flour,  woollen  goods, 
plaster,  leather,  buttons,  iron,  engines,  niachinery,  etc.  The  town  also  main- 
tains two  breweries. 

riierc  were  formerly  live  or  six  large  distilleries  in  operation  here,  and 
the  wlilskev  of  Port  Hope  liatl  a  high  reputation  from  one  end  of  the  country 
to  the  other.  Its  fame,  indeed,  was  not  conHiiod  to  Canada,  if  the  follow- 
ing story,  published  in  an  old  number  of  a  local  newspaner,  he  true  :  A  well- 
kio)Wn  resident  of  the  town,  during  a  trip  to  England,  paid  a  visit  to  the 
Tower  of  London.  Upon  entering  his  name  and  place  of  abode  in  the 
registry  book  kept  for  the  purpose,  he  was  at  once  accosted  by  the  venerable 
beef-cater  acting  as  a  cicerone  on  the  occasion,  who  exclaimed  :  *'  Do  you 
really  come  from  Port  Hope,  in  Upper  Canada?  I  know  that  place  well  by 
reputation,  and  have  often  drank  the  famous  whiskey  ma-le  there."  This 
notorietv,  liowever,  has  long  since  passed  away,  and  the  places  where  tho 
numerous  distilleries  once  llouri.shcd  now  know  them  no  more.  l^or  years 
past  all  the  liquor  consumed  in  Port  Hope  has  been  imported  from  other 
towns. 

The  couimcrci.al  part  of  the  town  lies  in  a  pleasant  valley,  situated  be- 
tween two  eminences,  which,  from  an  early  period,  have  been  colbxpiially 
known  os  linglishTown  and  Protestant  Hilt.  The  former  name  is  applied 
to  the  westward  eminence,  the  latter  to  the  one  on  the  e.aat.  The  principal 
street  is  called  Walton  Street,  in  honor  of  Captain  JonatlianWalton,  one  of 
tlie  original  patentees  of  the  village  plot.  It  runs  east  and  wo«t  through 
tin  centre  of  the  town,  and  nearly  all  the  retail  stores  are  situated  upon  it.  A 
icw,  howevir,  are  to  be  found  on  John  Street,  which  begins  at  a  point  near 
the  railway  stiition,  and  terminates  at  Walton  Street.  .•\n  eminence  to  the 
north-east  is  known  .as  Wards  Hill,  upon  which  is  the  line  building  of 
I  rinity  (.'c.lle;;e  School,  the  situation  of  which  is  just  without  tlie  corporals 
limits  of  the  town. 

The  r.iwii  ll.all  and  .Market  House,  a  in.assive  red  brick  building, 
surinounted  by  a  bell  tower  and  clock,  is  situated  at  the  intersection  of 
Dorset  Mid  '^iiceii  Streets.  The  town  also  contains  a  large  battalion  drill 
shed,  built  ill  1307  at  a  cost  of  go.'JOO.  On  -Mill  -treet,  a  few  yards  cast  of 
W.iltoii  Stnat,  is  the  Kegistry  OIKce  for  ICast  Or  ham. 

I  aill  Island  IS  a  small  island  in  the  lake,  about  three  miles  distant  from 
the  fjwii,  upon  which  is  erected  a  conspicuous  lighthouse,  and  is  situated 
ini.iwav  between  Port  Hope  and  Coliourg.  The  harbour  has  capacity  for 
hoMing  iicarlv  the  entire  fleet  of  the  lake.  The  viaduct  of  the  (Irand  Trunk 
Itailway,  which,  exclusive  of  Victoria  Bridge  at  .Montreal,  is  probably  the 
most  costlv  enf.orpri.ie  of  the  kin  1  along  the  entire  route.  On  what  is  called 
Knglish  Town  some  han.lsome  residences  are  built.  The  new  .Methodist 
.  hureh  is  incomparably  the  linest  ecclesiastical  eilitice  in  Port  Hope.  It  is 
situated  on  the  corner  of  Brown  and  .South  Streets,  fronting  on  the  latter. 
It  was  oneiied  in  .Marcli,  18"(i,  and  its  entire  cost  w.as  not  much  under 
?JiJ,0(JO.  It  has  seiting  capacity  for  1,500  people  ;  and  both  externally  and 
internally  it  retleels  credit  upon  the  taste  and  enterprise  of  the  body  who 
wurdiip  within  its  walls.  The  smaller  church  e.Iiticeaitu.lted  further  down 
the  slope  of  the  lull  is  the  Baptist  churdi,  a  neatand  unpretending  atrncturo 
of  white  briclt.  Tlie  town  .also  contains  six  other  churches  ;  two  Kpiscnpa- 
liaii,  two  Presbyterian,  one  Catholic,  and  one  Bible  Christian.  Next  in 
aichite  .■tiir.d  imiiortancc  to  that  of  the  Metlioilists  is  St.  John's  (Episcopal) 
church.     The  other  churches  are  all  in  the  same  neighborhood. 

On  ProtcsLant  Hill,  embosomed  among  a  cluster  of  trees,  m»y  bo  B«fn 
•.he  little  tower  of  St.  .Mark's  ( Episcopal  I  eliurch,  the  oldest  ecclesiastical 
edilicein  the  town.  It  is  a  plain  wooden  structure,  and  was  erected  in  1818. 
Trinity  College  Scho.d,  already  briefly  referred  to,  deserves  more  than  a 


passing  allusion.     It  is  a  branch  of  Trinity  College,  Toronto, 
established,  in  186.1,  in  the  village  of  Weston,  where  it  remai 
three  years.

James  Harvey  Hagernum  tilled  the  othco  of  clerk  fiom  '40  to  '.IL  After 
the  passing  (»f  the  Municipal  Act,  tho  township  was  divided  into  wards 
subsequently  abolished.  The  lirst  election  nnder  tho  provisions  of  the  Act 
rciulted  iu  the  return  of  S.  S.  Powers  as  reeve;  Alex.  Morrow,  deputy- 
reeve  ;  Sam.  Dickstm,  Fhomaa  Campbell  and  John  McMurtry  as  councillors. 
In  iStVJ  the  townaliiptook  ClTi.OOO  stock  in  the  Port  Hope  and  Peterborough 
Railway.  The  stock  was  subsennently  transferred  by  the  corporation  to 
the  Port  Hope,  Peterborough  and  Lindsay  Company— since  merged  in  tho 
Midland  ami  Millbrook  branch. 

Speaking  of  the  Midland  Railway,  it  may  be  biiefly  noticed  here  that  tho 
extension  was  completed  to  Lakelield  in  1870— striking  the  water  navigation 
of  Stoney  and  Clear  Lakes  anci  their  tributaries,  and  bringing  the  saw  mills 
in  that  vicinity  within  easy  shipping  di.stance  of  the  line.  In  In71  ttie  line 
Was  completed  to  Beaverton.  The  extension  to  (ioorgian  Bay  was  c(un- 
meiiced  in  1872,  the  line  to  Oriltia  being  completed  in  1873.  The  work  was 
steadily  continued  in  the  face  of  many  opposing  ditlii-ulties,  not  the  least  of 
which  waa  the  dulueas  in  the  Inmbertrade,  ami  Waubausbeiie.  on  the  (leor- 

f[iau  Bay,  reached  in  187'>.  Regular  (rains  commenced  running  the  i-ntire 
ength  of  the  line  in  I^7(>.  The  further  extension  to  Midland  and  Midl.ind 
Bay,  the  terminus  of  the  lino  on  Lake  Huron,  is  now  (January,  lS7h)  un<ler 
c<mstruetion,  and  it  is  expected  the  whole  line  will  be  tini.shcd  ami  open  for 
trathc  by  .lunu.  1^7.'^.  The  Midliind  Railway  will  then  comprise  a  main  lino 
of  120  nnlea,  from  Lake  thitario  to  Lake  Huron,  and  also  a  brunch  of  23 
miles,  frcun  Millbrook  to  Lakelield,  uuiking  together  a  total  working  line  of 
143  miles,  besiiles  about  twenty  miles  of  sidings.  The  Midland  Hailway  con- 
nects at  port  Hope  with  the  (iraud  Trunk ;  at  Lindsay  with  the  Victoria 
and  the  Whitby,  Port  I'erry  and  Lindsay  lines;  a'  Woodville  with  the  Toronto 
and  Nipissing  Itailway,  at  Orillia  with  the  Northern  Railway,  and  at  Wan- 
bausheue  with  steamers  for  all  points  on  the  Georgian  Bay,  'i'lie  Peter- 
boro'  branch  Joins  tho  main  line  at  Millbrook,  tho  terminus  being  Lakelield, 
whore  during  tho  season  of  navication  communication  is  made  with  steamers. 
Mr.  Hugel,  the  energetic  president  of  the  road,  has  recently  snceeedetl  iu 
making  nn  arrangement  with  the  bondholders  in  Knropf,  by  which  a  largo 
sum  ol  money  has  lieen  advanced  for  the  improvement  of  the  road-bed  and 
eciuipnu-nt,  the  track  is  to  be  laid  with  steel  rails  throughout,  and  with  the 
completion  of  the  road  to  the  torminua  at  Alidland  (which  is  the  large.'it  and 
best  Jiarbour  on  Georgian  Bay),  a  promising  and  more  hopefuPfuture  inay  be 
predicted  for  tiie  Midland  Railway.  Tiie  lioatl  ollices  are  at  Port  Hope.  Tho 
following  are  the  olKcers  :--AdoIph  Hugel,  president  and  manager;  F. 
Whitehead,  secretary  ;  H.  (L  Taylor,  8uj)erintcndent  ;  A.  White,  general 
freight  and  passenger  agent. 

Port  Hope  Harbctur  Company  was  incorporated  in  IS29.  Mr.  John  D. 
Smith  generously  donated  ten  acres  of  land  for  harbour  purposes.  The 
shareholders  got  to  ipiarrelliiig  immei''ately  afterwanls,  and  for  a  long  time 
the  scenes I'uactcd  between  the  two  ri>  I  furtions  were  anything  but  edifying. 
The  t'orporation  of  Purt  Ho])c  large'  borrowctl  from  the  Municipal  Loan 
Fund,  and,  like  other  munieipalitiL'S  which  borrowed  'rom  that  fuml  to  an 
amount  beyond  their  ability  to  repay,  enjoys  the  benelit  of  the  expenditure 
without  paying  even  the  interest  (exeejit  a  small  modicum)  upon  the  debt. 
The  harbour  is  now  in  excellent  condition,  and  brings  in  a  large  revenue. 

CLARKE. 

The  townaliip  of  Clarke  is  one  of  tlie  best  settleil  in  the  district.  Tlie 
land  is  principally  loam.  It  is  boiimliMl  on  the  north  by  the  township  of 
Manvers,  west  by  Darlington,  cast  by  Hope,  anil  on  the  sontli  by  the 
Lake.  The  poi)ulation  has  largely  incrcnscil  from  l,'i4'i,  when  the  nninhers 
stood  2,i>;t2  i  in  1830,  fi, 4(111 ;  and  in  18(11,  at  (i,,"ir.'i.
